Tax political situation in- China, grows 
hourly wioxe perplexing and unsatisfactory. 
The fate of the inmates of the Legat ‘ons at 
Peking ie’atill shrouded in uncertainty, and 
#he statements on the subject, notwithstand- 
ing the suspense felt by the nations repre- 
sented, remain as vague as ever, On the 
one hand we are asked to believe. dubious 
telegrams which represeht the foreigners at 
Peking as being alive and well on various 


dates, the 8th, 9th, 11th, 18th, Qistinstant; | 


and on the other hand we are bidden to 
mourn.them as’ dead, since otherwise- they 
would have found: some means of communi- 
enting with.the outside-world subsequent to 
the despatch of Sir Roperr Hanr’s last mes- 
sage. If theninohundred ors6 foreigners who 
wore shut up in'the Legations on the Lat inst., 
thon: threatened hy ‘a howling’ mob and the 
Imperial troopa, undergoing: all the horrors 
of a siege in the centre of ‘a rabidly hostile 
(population, still indegd survive, then’ atee 


every reported victory proved when the facts 
came out, to be either a defeat or a disgrace- 
ful rout. L€ the Powers retain their common- 
sense they will absolutely refuse to listentoany 
representations from the Chinese at all, wn- 
less'accompanied by an agstwrance from, some 
one'of the Foreign Ministers, aid in his own 
handwriting, that the inmates of the Leya- 
tions are alive and sife. Tn/any case, we ima- 
gine, the Powery will with one accord agree 
that never again shall Pekiny he the seat of 
Government in China. The views on this 
sul ject expressed by Mr, Faseman Mrrrorp 
are very much to the point,.and it is sutis- 
factory to find so great an authority as The 
Times referring ‘with favour to his sugges- 
tions, Meantime, as we have -snid, there is 


a.daubt which has to be settled one way or 


the other as to the fate of the Ministers and 
the Legations, and it is galling to think that 
we shall probably have to await the entrance 
of foreign. troops into Peking -before we can 
obtain “mitheintic intelligence of what has 
happened there since the 80th June. It is 
most intolérable that, although Peking is 
still in. communication with Chefoo, and 
thence by wire: with the world, we cannot 
yet secure one. short reliable telegram or 


.| message to, bring'to.a termination this most! 
miserable state of doubt which now. hangs’ 


over the fate of those who are. said to be 
eooped up in Peking at “the mays of a 
savage and ' shifty foo.
